Province of the Empire, is, too fa ry paft Difpute :The 
Attack upon us has been bold and infolent, the Cha- 
rateriftics of its Author ; but the Defence has been 
vigorous and refolute: You have play’d a Britifh 
Part; like the Britifh Van-Guard at Dettingen, you 
have expofed yourtelf, for the Safety of thote, who 
in Return, may, perhaps. be now plotting your 
Deftruction: Like the £1 n Troopers who 
jutely fabred an Exglifb unarm’d G room, they may 
be whetting againft you the EpGe of that Law, 
which, tho’ meant for our Security, has been too 
often made the moft bloody Engine of Court 
Yruelty. 

. The all-enduring Loyalty of this Nation had al- 
moft benumn’d us; our Patience was almoft be- 
come Infenfibility, and the Spirit of Liberty which 
fet the prefent Royal Family upon the hrone, 
was very near perverted into a Spirit of paying a 
fervile, German Court to them. Itrequir’d all your 
Strencih to rouze us; it requird your Intrepidity 
to attempt it. How far we were funk can appear 
io evidently from nothing, as from the [mpudence 
of the Affronts we have receiv’d. ‘The lait M— ry 
bad accuftomed us to bend our Necks beneath the 
H—~-r Yoke; but we did it at bome; and tho’ 
the RupDDER was held by H——r, the Frac of 
Great Britain was {till kept flying : The Deceit in- 
deed was grofs, and foreign Nations defpis’d our fhort 
fichtednefs: But now the very Frac is stRUCK ; 
we are infulted in the Face of thofe we have /aved, 
and of thofe we have conguer’d : We are reckon’d too 
tame to oppofe what wecan no longer difguife: 
We have wink’d till we were thought blind: We 
have been good-natur’d, till we are efteem’d Cow- 
ards: Our Wrongs, our Infults are come to their 
Heighth ; whither nothing could have rais’d them 
but the moft fovercign and barefaced Contempt, not 
only of the Spirit, but of the Senfe of the Nation. 
If therefore your Defexce has been warm, if your 
Voice has been doud, and your Language open, you 
are usTIFyY’p by the ConsUNCTURE,. Why have 
Armies Drums and Trumpets, but that their Sound 
may be beard by every Man in Times of Dan- 
: Nothing could be more impolite or indecent 
than the Refiflance at the happy Revolution ; but 
to that truly-#£ng/i/> ill-breeding it is, that we owe 
the prefent happy Eftablifhment, Great Noife was 
made indeed about the Dutc> Guards coming to 
Mhiteboll at fo unfeafonable an Hour, that the 

difturbed his moft facred (and moft Rocedieve | 
Majefty’s Repofe ; but no Man dare fay they had 
better never have come thither. It, therefore, by 
your Duty to your Country, you have been impell’d 
to tran{grefs thofe Bounds which you and every Exg- 
lifbman wis there had been no Caufe to exceed, let 
the ProsrcuTiIon be PROPERLY directed! Let 
the heavielt VENGEANCE fall upon the AssaIL- 
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ant! And let him fuffer, whofe Ambition had 
allotted us all for a Sacrifice ! 

But even this is not enough, let us turn our 
Danger into a ufeful, nay a neceflary Leflon. We 
know that the evil Confequences we all feel, are 
the Product of Principles, that have been long 
lurking in the Adm——n, Our arrogant, giddy 
Task-mafter has expofed them unskillfully to pub- 
lic View. But let us not imagine, that when 
the Shoots, he has nurfed up, are cut away, tlhe 
Roor is removed along with them. While the 
Roor remains, our DANGER continues, it will un- 
doubtedly fhoot again, and the next Shoots, more 
ably cultivated, will quickly grow too ftrong for 
the pruning Knife. But, to fpeak plainly, we 
muft not imagine, that our Security is eftablifh’d, 
when the PRESENT odious, infulting Object is 
REMOVED ; we mutt not fuffer our juft Relent- 
ment to confine our Views folely to the pis- 
MIssING the Hanoverian Troops out of our Pay. 
This Step, however neceflary, is but the Firs7T; and 
tho’ it may abate the vulgar Fury, will not eftablith 
the prefent R 1 Family on that. firm Batis, oa 
which we wifh to fee it founded. Befides, fuch a 
Difriifion may be a mere Artifice, and as fuch, 
we have already heard it whifper’d. ‘To folten the 
Minds of the People, to lull them into Security, 
and to gain Time, are the Arts of the moft thallow 
Minifters and therefore adequate to ours. To fling 
outa Tub, is the Trick of every frefh Water Sea- 
man, but I truit that we are not the Monfters to be 
diverted by it. Let every one of us therefore medi- 
tate with Attention upon the Methods by which the 
Satisfaction DU E to us may be EVADE D,fince it can- 
not be avowedly REFUSED. Let us prepare to op- 
pole them ; let not thofe deceive us, who cannot refift 
us ! though we know and rejoice now, that our 
M--rs are unable, Ict us fuppofe them cunning ; and 
tho’ we know the /7. sto be infolent, let us 
recollect that they are Beggars. Thofe therefore 
may contrive, and thefe may yield, to give up the 
Pleafure of infulting us, for the Profit of receiving 
our Pay. No longer Lorops over us, they may be- 
come a Loap upon our ALLIEs. ‘They may be 
made the Price of a Treaty, and the valuable Con- 
fideration of a Subfidy. Their Prefervation may 
check the Arms of the Queen of Hungary, and 
defeat, in the moft critical Minute, the Succefs 
of ageneral and important Alliance. If we are 
concerned therefore in this Succefs, and if not, we 
have nothing to do in the. Alliance, let us not 








think ourfelves eas’d of the Load, when it is thrown | 


upon the Shoulders of our Allies: Let us be care- 
ful that the Subfidies we grant be proportioned to 
the Neceflities of the Parties receiving them. If 
Mercenaries are to be hired, let us hire them at the 
firft hand ; we have but too many Precedents to di- 
rect us in the doing of it; one we have in Point. 


That of the Duke of Holftein, who, in 1700, ap- | 


plied to have the felling of his own Subjects, upon 
the Alarm given him by the Elector of Hanover, 
who, not having a fufficient Stock of his own 
Breed, was treating to furnifh us with Troops, 
which he expected to hire at a lower Price than we 
paid, from his Neighbour the Duke of LHoljein; 
thus from a Breeder becoming a Retailer. Let us 
not, therefore, be deccived upon any Pretexts in- 
to larger Subfidies, than were given in our glorious 
War: -For it is a certain Truth that every Exceed- 
ing of this Kind, is remitted to Jimmy.

‘There is but one more Artifice fo eligible as this, 
becaute it is equally contittent to the Prejervation of 
the Keeeers diving Stock; and that is this, keep 
thefe Cattle fate at home, by which Means Victo- 


ries may perhaps be purfued and a Peace obtained ; 
That is to fay, if in’ the Treaty fome little threds 
of Country may be obtain’d likewite to cke out the 
E te. Some fuch very convenient, there are; 
and if the Hens have hitherto had their Eyes 
only open upon them, it is for the fame Reafon that 
their Commander had his Kye only upon the French 
at Dettingen. 

Theie Artifices muft occur to every Man who 
reflects upon the modern Hittory of Parloncais 5 
but the Remedies are not fo obvious. Some thoe 
are, no doubt, in the Power of Pailiunent, how- 
ever uniupported by late Precedents; fich as the 
bringing down to Punifhment the guilty Plead of 
him who has notorioufly atcempted to exalt his 
own Power, atthe Expence of ery Britis Tote- 
reft ; and tho’ he has not rated himielf above his 
dirty Foundation, bas pufh’d us to. the very brink 
oi Ruin. ‘The nice Examination into the Grounds 
for Sublidies, and into the Application of chem, 
is likewife a proper Parliamentary Precaution ; 
but the executive Power being in other Hands, 
the moft effectual Remedy of all, is to repofe no 
Confidence in any M——-rs who refufe to place 
theirs in the Nation. The venal, contemptible 
Apotlates, ufeful to no other Purpofe, may yet 
ferve us to this: Like Felons hung in Chains, th ‘y 
may help to thew the Road; they may ferve as 
Scarecrows; We fhall all rejoice to refemble ther 
in nothing, and to do nothing that they have 
done. As we fhall not fell our Birth-right for a 
Mefs of Sourcrowt, we fall not need to ficlter 
ourlelves behind the Skreen of Party. Weare Pyi- 
tons; no honelt Enylifhman will exchinge this Ap- 
pellation for any Party Grand. Let us dittratt 
therefore every Man who bioaches any Party- Dif 
tinction, befides Brairon and THANovertIAN: 
Whoever does fo, muft have Detigns, wherein he 
defpairs, that all Britons can unite, and therefore 
we ought ALL to UNITE againft him. He who vr. - 
fufes a Britijh Support, deicrves not to be a Britis 
Minifter, and {peaks plainly enough upon whac 
Foundation he intends to build. Let ann foc
